QUANTITY PRICES 


We will sell 10 bulbs at 8 times the single price, 25 bulbs at 18 times the single 
price, and 100 bulbs at 64 times the single price. We will prepay all orders at quantity 
prices except on the 100 rate. The 100 rate is priced F.O.B. Madison, Ohio. On 
large lots of bulbs or bulblets will be pleased to quote prices on want lists. In most 
cases we have ample stocks of the common commercial varieties to quote on 1000 lots. 


BULB SIZES 


We offer bulbs in three sizes: Large size is from 1% inches in diameter, medium 
size from % to 1%” in diameter, small size % to %4 inches in diameter. For top 
performance the large size bulb is best. Medium size bulbs will give good blooms, but 
will be smaller and bloom a little later in the season. Small size bulbs will generally 
bloom, but spikes will be noticeably smaller. They will make large bulbs for next year. 


BULBLETS 


Bulblets are hard shelled cormels which are found at base of bulb when dug. They 
are recommended to experienced growers who want to get an inexpensive start of a 
variety, often they are difficult to germinate so we do not guarantee them to grow. 
Packages of bulblets will run from 50 upward.

First is the name of the variety, then in parenthesis the size and color class 
figures (see Classification Key below). 


Following this is the name of the originator and the year in which the variety 
was first available to American purchasers. 


The figures in the last parenthesis denote the number of growing days required 
from planting to date of blooming for large bulbs. 


Because of soil conditions, climate, etc., this will vary considerably. However, the 
blooming dates will give some idea of what to expect from a variety.

The number after the name of the variety denotes the classification number as 
they are classified in our gladiolus shows at the present time. They are classified 
in five sizes as follows:

For instance, Abigail is the first variety described, and whose number is 366. 
The 300 means it has a floret size from 344” through 4%” and the 66 designates it a 
lavender. Hence the numbers right after the name tell the story of the size and 
color of the individual floret as grown under field conditions from large bulbs.

Selecting Varieties 


We believe each variety listed in our catalog is worthwhile and merits 
your consideration. You may or may not like a variety depending upon 
your personal tastes and the use you make of the flowers. Soil, climatic 
conditions, etc., will also cause varieties to vary in performance. This may 
make it necessary to try and discard varieties not suited to your conditions. 


Cutflower growers selling blooms to florists need to grow a large pro- 
portion of whites and pinks. Lavender, yellow, and red are colors that 
follow in demand. The florists usually do not care for too many of the 
dark colors. If you are growing blooms for roadside stands or home decora- 
tions the darker colors such as blue and smokies sell well. 


Price is not necessarily an indication of the merits of a variety. 
Newer kinds must be higher in price because of scarcity of stock. We 
do advise cutflower growers to get a start in some of the newer kinds 
such as Spotlight and Dieppe. While the price may be too high to make 
out on cutflowers in the first year or two, your original investment will 
pay handsome dividends by enabling you to work up a stock ahead of your 
competitor and will pay off in premium prices for blooms over a period 
of years.

Then you can select 
the i you want to save and increase your stock by growing the bulblets attached to 
the bulb. 


All seed crosses offered here were made by Rev. William J. Single. We know he 
has done a careful conscientious job of hybridizing. The first variety listed is the seed 
parent, the second the pollen parent.
